G.S.R. 503 (E).—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by section 38 of the Spices Board Act, 1986 
(TO of 1986) the Central Government hereby makes 
the following rules to amend the Spices Board Rules, 
1987, namely :— 

1. (1) These lules may be called the Spicer Board 
(Amendment) Rules, 1989. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In sub-rule (2) of rule 11 of the Spices Board 
Rules, 1987 (hereinafter referred to as the said 
rules), 

(a) under the heading “(i) Executive Commit¬ 
tee”, after clause (e), the following clauses 
shall bo inserted, namely :— 

"(f) a member to be elected from among the 
members referred to in clause (d) of 
sub-rule (1) of rule 4; 

(g) a member to be elected from among 
the members referred to in clause (e) 
of sub-rule (1) of rule 4”. 

(b) under the heading “(ii) Research and 
Development Committee for cardamom," 
after clause (i), the following clause shall 
be inserted, namely ■— 

“(j) a member to be elected from anlong the 
members referred to in clause (c) of 
sub-rule (1) of rule 4". 

(c) under the heading “(iii) Market Develop¬ 
ment Committee for SpiceS”, after clause 


(g), the following clause shall be inserted, 
namely ;— 

“(h) two members to be elected from among 
the members referred to in clause (e) of 
sub-rule (1) of rule 4.”. 

3. In the said rules, for Rule 18, the following 
rule shall bo substituted, namely 

“18. Accounts and Audit :— 

(1) The Board shall maintain proper accounts 
and other relevant records and prepare annual In¬ 
come and Expenditure Statement and Balance Sheet 
in Forms IV and V prescribed by the Central Gov¬ 
ernment in consultation with the Comptroller and 
Auditor General of India. 

(2) The accounts of the Board shall be audited 
by the Comptroller and Auditor General of India 
at such intervals as may be prescribed by him. 

(3) The Comptroller and Auditor General of 
India shall have the same rights and privileges and 
authority in connection with the audit of the ac¬ 
counts of the Board as he has in connection with 
the audit of Government accounts and, in particular, 
shall have the right to demand production of books, 
accounts, connected vouchers and other documents 
and papers and to inspect any of the offices of the 
Board. 

(4) The accounts of the Board as certified by the 
Comptroller and Auditor General of India together 
with the audit report thereon shall be forwarded an¬ 
nually to tlie Central Government and that Govern¬ 
ment shall cause the same to be laid before each 
House of Parliament at a date not later than the 
dates specified in this behalf by the Central Govern¬ 
ment.'’ 
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4. After rule 19, the following shall be added, 
namely :—- 

“20 The annual report of the Board on its acti- 

— vities for every year shall be submitted to 
the Central Government as soon as possi¬ 
ble after the close of the year, and, in any 
case not later than 30th September for 
being laid on the Tables of both Houses of 
Parliament, 

CHAPTER VI 

Return to be submitted to the board by registered

21. (1) Every registered owner shall submit an 
annual return in respect of each estate owned by 
him in Form III to the Board for the period from 
1st August to 31st July every year. The return shall 
reach the Board by 15th August every year. 

(2) Non-submission of the returns in time will be 
punishable under section 26 of the Act. 

5. In Form II to the said rules, in Note (2) for 
the words “one hundred”, the words “twenty-five” 
shall be substituted.
